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Extract from Minutes of a Meeting 
of the Board of Directors, held on

^' Ordered — That the Code of Rules 
and Regulations, a^ revised by Mr. La- 
tham, and laid before this Meeting, be, and 
the same is hereby, approved and adopted 
for the guidance and instruction of the 
Officers and Servants of the Edinburgh 
4t Glasgow Railway Company; and that 
all former Rules and Regulations, incon- 
sistent with the same, be cancelled. 

" Ordered — That every Person in the 
Service do keep a Copy of these Regular- 
tions on his person while on duty, under 
a penalty of Five Shillings for neglect of 
the same.^^

I^IXrSS will he imposed on any Ser- 
vant of the Company for neglect of the 
following Rules and Regulations, of the 
amount of which the Manager, on proper 
investigation, shall be judge. These Fines 
will be either in money, to be retained from 
their wages, or in a deduction of time from 
that served J or the punishment may be dis- 
missal from the service, a^ may be decided. 

The attention of the Servants of the 
Company is required specially to the Rules 
and Regulations to be observed in their se- 
veral departments, and generally to the 
whole Rules and Regulations^ so that they 
may not only thoroughly know their own 
respective duties, but also know the duties 
of those in the departments working along 
with them, and that with the view of hav- 
ing the whole system properly attended to 
and wrought out. 
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GENERAL REGULATIONS 



APPLICABLE TO ALL THE 



SERVANTS OF the COMPANY. 

In add-on to those contained in (ke Bye^Laws. 



1. Each man shall devote his whole time 
to the Company's service, including Sunday 
if required, — it being understood that on 
that day his time will be encroached on as 
little as possible, consistently with the ser- 
vice of the Company; and he must serve 
when and wherever he is required. 

2. He is promptly to obey all orders he 
may receive from the Officer placed in au- 
thority over him, or in whose pay-list his 
name is entered, and strictly to conform to 
all Regulations. In the event of any case 
arising in which he is at a loss how to act, he 
must apply to that Officer for instructions. 

3. He IS not, on any occasion, or under 
any pretence whatever, to take a gratuity 
from any person. 
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4. The Company shall have right to de- 
duct from the pay/ such sums as may be 
fixed, under the preceding Rules, as fines for 
neglect of duty, to be appropriated as the 
Board may direct; and every Servant of the 
Company shall be considered as holding his 
situation subject to this condition. 

6. Every man dismissed, or who may re- 
sign his situation, shall, before he quits the 
Company's service, deliver up every article 
of dress, and of the appointments, which 
may have been supplied him on the Com- 
pany's account; and if he occupies one of 
the Company's houses, he shall immediately 
remove his furniture from it, and put the 
house into as good condition as when he re- 
ceived possession of it from the Company. 

6. If any such articles or appointments 
shall be improperly used or negligently da^ 
maged, or if the house be damaged, a de- 
duction from the pay due at the time to the 
man shall be made, sufficient to make good 
the damage. 

7. Any man found in a state of intoxica- 
tion, or found guilty by the Manager of the 
Company of any breach of the foregoing 
Rules and Regulations, or convicted by any 
Magistrate or Judge of any breach of the 
Bye- Laws of the Company, or of the Acts 
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for regulating Railways, shall forfeit his 
agreement with the Company, and be liable 
to immediate dismissal. 

8. Any case of incivility or rudeness will 
be punished by fine or dismissal. 

9. Each man shall be liable for any da- 
mage occasioned by his negligence. 

10. No Servant is allowed, under any 
circumstances, to absent himself from duty 
without leave from his Superior Officer. 

11. Every Servant having uniform must 
appear on duty clean and neat; and if any 
article provided by the Company shall have 
been improperly used or damaged, the party 
will be required to make it good. 

12. All property which may be found on 
the Line or premises of the Company, by 
any Servant, shall be immediately forward- 
ed to the Agent at the principal Station at 
Glasgow, and entered by him in a book kept 
for that purpose. But should it be known 
that the property found had fallen from any 
particular Train, it shall be forwarded by 
the next Train, or as soon thereafter as 
possible, to the Station to which the Train 
was proceeding, and notice thereof sent to 
Glasgow. All Servants known to keep up 
any such found property shall be severely 
punished. 
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CODE OF SIGNALS. 



BED IS A aiem of DANGER— STOP. 
GBEEN-CAUTION, Proceed Slowly. 
WHITE-ALL BIGHT, GO ON. 

Red. 1. A Red Flag or Board by day, or the 
arm or anything in the hand waved 
quickly up and down, shows that there 
is danger in running on, and that the 
Engine and Train must be instantly 
brought to a stand. The same Signal 
will be given at night by a Red Ziainp^ 
or any other Lamp moved quickly up and 
down. This Signal must be instantly 
attended to in all cases. The Guards 
must, on seeing it, put on the Brakes ; 
and no Engineman shall pass this Dan* 
ger Signal until he knows the cause of 
its having been made. 
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2. A Oreen Vlag or Board by day^ or Green, 
anything waved horizontally across the 
rdUsy means to slacken speedy and to 
proceed with caution, as all is not right. 

The same Signal is to be given at night, 
by a Oreen Iilght or any light waved 
across the Line. On getting this Sig- 
nal, the Engineman must slacken his 
speed, and ascertain the cause of the 
Signal before proceeding forward; and 
this Signal made at a Station shows that 
the Tr^ is to stop there. 

3. A Wblte Flag or Board by day, or the white. 
hand or boamet held steadily outstretched, 
means that all is right, and '^move on/^ 
The same Signal is given at night, by a 
White Uglit, and no Engineman shall 
ever start his Train until he has got this 
Signal from, the Guard, nor shall he move 

on after starting, until he has iseen the 
Signal again repeated. 

4. To provide for the proper guidance of the 
movement of Trains taking on or letting 
off waggons, &c^ at the Stations, and 
especially at night, Enginemen, Fire- 
men, and Guards are required to attend 

to the following: — When a Train at a^n™"; 
Station is wanted to be moved Ibrward shuntin| 
to the points of a connection or siding, Sg^ %f! 
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the Guard shall, when on the gronnd^ 

signal to the Engineman for this, by 
moving his White Flag or light across 
his body, and he shall continue to do so 
until the tail of the Train is far enough 
forward, when he ghall signal to stop by 
moving his White Flag or light up and 
down. When the Train has to be 
backed through a connection, or into a 
siding, the Guard shall move his Qreen 
Flag or light across his body, and con- 
tinue to do so until the Train is far 
enough through, when he shall stop the 
Train by moving his Green Flag or 
light up and down- During these move- 
ments all parties must see that a proper 
look-out is kept to prevent collisions 
with other Trains coming up, and each, 
in his department, must take the neces- 
sary precautions. 

STATION SIGNALS. 

5. These Signals shall be under the charge 
of the Signal Porters at the Road Sta- 
tions. 

6. The Qreen Signal shall be shown when 
a Train has to stop at a Station. Im- 
mediately upon the Train passing the 
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Signal -post, the Ked Signal is to be 
shown, and to continue so until five 
minutes after the Train has left the Sta- 
tion, in order to stop any Engine or 
Train* which may be following. The 
Oreen Signal shall then be turned on 
for five minutes more. 

7. The Signal Porter must note the time 
of the passing of all Trains which do not 
stop, and inform the Agent of the Sta- 
tion thereof. 

8. The Signal Porter must inform all Eh- 
ginemen who stop at the Hed Signal, the 
reason of it being shown, and require 
them, if in charge of a Passenger Train, 
to remain until the expiry of five minutes, 

^nd if in charge of a Luggage Train, to 
remain until the expiry of ten minutes 
jfrom the passing of the last Train going 
in the same direction, and desire them to 
proceed cautiously, so as to prevent run- 
ning into it. 

9. Should it be necessary to communicate 
to the Enginemen of Trains which do 
not stop at the Station, any circumstance 
necessary for their guidance, the Signal 
Porter shall, besides presenting the 
Oreen Signal, wave up and down his 
GJreen Hand- signal; on observing which. 
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the Engineman shall come to such a 
slow speed as will enable the Porter to 
run alongside of the Engine, and com- 
municate the circumstance to the En- 
gineman, 

10. The OflBcers and Servants of the Com- 
pany are required to give the strictest 
obedience to the Caution and Danger 
Signals. They are not allowed to judge 
of the necessity of any Signals shown; 
the responsibility for giving the Signals 
rests with those exhibiting them, and it 
is absolutely necessary that they should 
be implicitly obeyed. 

TRAIN SIGNALS. 

11. A Passenger Train Engine shall carry 
a White Light on the buflfer plank by 
night; and every Cattle, Goods, or Coal 
Train a Blae Light. 

12. All Trains both by day and night shall 
carry one or more Ked tall Iilghtsa

1. These Signals are to be placed on the 
Rail (label upwards), by bending the lead 
clip round the upper flange of the Rail^ to 
prevent its falling oflF. When the Engine 

E asses over the Signal, it explodes with a 
md report, and the Driver is instantly to 
stop. 

The use of these Signals is to be in 
addition to the regular Day and Night 
Signals of the Line which must be exhibited 
as usual. 

2. Whenever an accident occurs to a 
Train, by which the Line is obstructed, the 
Guard is to turn back 600 yards, to stop 
any Engine or Train following on the same 
Line; and as he proceeds he is to place on 
the Bail, at the distance of every 200 yards.

one of these Signals; and on his arriving at 
the end of the above-mentioned distance, he 
is to place Two Signals upon the Line of 
Rail. 

3. Should the accident occasion the stop- 
page of both Lines of Rail, the Guard will 
send the Stoker or other Servant of the 
Company in advance of the Train, to place 
the Signals on the opposite Line of Rail to 
that which the Train is on, in the same or- 
der as to distance, as is above directed for 
the Guard, by which precaution both Lines 
of Rail will be protected. 

4. In case of the stoppage of either Line 
of Rail from any cause, or there being any 
danger apprehended in the passage of an 
Engine or Train, whether in Foggy Weather 
or otherwise, any Porter, Signalman, or 
Pointsman, must place one of these Signals 
on the Line or Lines of Rail so obstructed, 
every ZOO yards from the point of danger, 
until the Line or Lines of Rail are so pro- 
tected for 600 yards. 

5. During a Fog, when an Engine or 
Train stops at a Station, and the Agent has 
reason to apprehend the arrival of another 
Train, a Servant of the Company must be 
immediately sent back 400 yards, and place 
one of these Signals, or stop any following 
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Train until the Engine or Train has started 
from the Station. 

6. In Foggy Weather these Signals are 
to be similarly used whenever an Engine or 
Train is following, or likely to follow, too 
closely upon another Engine or Train. 

7. Whenever an Engine passes over one 
of these Signals, the Engine- Driver and 
Guard are immediately to stop the Train, 
and the Guards are to protect their Train 
by sending back and placing a Signal on the 
Line every 100 yards, to the distance of a 
quarter of a mile ; the Train may then pro- 
ceed slowly to the place of obstruction. 

'8. After the obstruction of the Line is 
removed, the Guards, Police, or Engine- 
^Driver, must remove all the Signals from 
the Rails before proceeding. If the person 
removing the signals has to return to the 
Train, one Detonating Signal is to be left 
upon the Line 600 yards distant, to protect 
the Train until he rejoins it. 

9. In any of the above circumstances, and 
in the absence of either of the Officers above- 
mentioned, any Engine-man, Foreman of 
Works, Ganger of Plate -Layers, or any 
other Servant of the Company, is to observe 
the same rules to guard against danger. 

10. Each Guard, Policeman, and Points-

man, not affixed at a Station, and all En- 
ginemen, Gatemen, Foremen of Works, 
Gangers of Plate- Layers, and Tunnel-men, 
will be provided with six Signals each, which 
they are always to have ready for use whilst 
on duty; and every Clerk at a Station will 
be provided with Twelve Signals, which are 
to be kept in an unlocked drawer or shetf in 
the counter, in order that they may at all 
times be easy of access to all on duty at the 
Station; and every person connected with 
the Station shall be made acquainted with 
the place where they are deposited. 

11. All the persons above-named will be 
held responsible for their having the proper 
supply of Detonating Signals; when one or 
more are expended, it is their duty imme- 
diately to apply to their Superior Officer for 
a further supply of them to keep up the 
stock as above directed.

1. It shall be the duty of every Engine- Enginem 
nan to be at the Engine Station at the hour Engfne^ 
ippointed by the Superintendent of Loco- J^^^^^^ 
notives, or his Assistant, which shall be at ing. 
east one hour before the time appointed for 
lim to start, for the purpose of examining 
ninutely the Engine and Tender given out 
or his •trip, and of seeing that there is into 
he Tender a sufficient supply of coke and 
v^ater for the journey. Should the Engina- 
nan discover anything wrong about the En- 
gine or Tender, he must immediately point

When from ne- 
cessity the Engineman has to take the wrong 
Line to pass a stoppage, he shall do so for 
the shortest distance the crossings will admit 
of, for he is bound to regain his proper Line 
as soon as possible; and all the time he is 
on the wrong Line he shall have his Red 
Signal at least 800 yards in advance of him 
to prevent any Train from meeting him. 

8. During the whole of the journey the Enrinema

give warning to any Train advancing on 
that Line, and the Fireman or Ballastman 
shall remain at that distance until the En- 
gine is ready to move on, and of which the 
Engineman will give a Signal by his whistle. 
Should the stopping-place be on a curved 
part of the Line, such as that pointed out 
in the last Rule, the precautions there 
pointed out shall be used in bringing up the 
men who have been sent out. 

16. The Engineman when on the journey Enginem:

in such events the Engineman shall reduce 
the speed, and is allowed to make up the 
lost time on arriving at the better portions 
of the Line; but in making up any such lo»b 
time, he shall not, with jrassenger Trains, 
exceed the rate of fifty miles an hour, and 
with Goods or Luggage Trains, twn&atj 
miles an hour. 

The Engineman shall not take his 
between^ Engine or Train nearer to any other Engine

Should it so happen from any accident that

a moderate speed, not exceeding eight miles 
an hour, to the first connection where the 
Train in advance can be put off the Line, 
and admit of the Train in the rear passing.

of the Train which may set out immediately 
before him, provided that that Train will 
run in day light; but if at night, then he 
shall see that two Lamps, one being Green, 
the other the usual Head Light, are affixed 
in front; and should the Train have to run 
in part day and in part night, then he 
shall see that both a Board and a second 
Lamp are affixed in front of the Engine; 
and the Superintendent of Locomotives (or 
his Assistant) shall endeavour, as far as pos- 
sible, to give his orders for any Irregular 
Train in such time as will enable the En- 
gineman to attend to this instruction.

I. No Passenger will be allowed to take his seat m or^ 
upon any of the Company's Carriages, or to trarel thereiir 
upon the said Railway, without having £rst Booked his. 
Place and paid his Fare. Each Passenger Booking his^ 
Place, will be furnished wiA a Ticket, which he is to show 
when required by the Guard in charge of the Train, and to 
deliver up before leaving the Company's premises, upon 
demand, to the Guard or other Servant of the Company 
duly authorised to collect Tickets. Each Passenger not 
producing or delivering up his Ticket as aforesaid, will be 
required to Pay the Fare from the Place whence the Train 
originally started. 

II. Every Person, attempting to defraud the Company, 
by riding in or upon any of the Company's Carriages with- 
out having previously paid his Fare; or, by riding in or upon 
a Carriage of a higher Class than that for which he nas 
Booked his Place; or, by continuing his journey in or upon 
any of the Companv's Carriages beyond the destination for 
which he has paid his Fare; or, by attempting in any other 
nxanner whatever to evade the payment of his fare, is 
hereby subjected to a penalty not exceeding Forty Shillings.

XIV. No moving power shall be used, or be upon the 
lines of Railway between the Terminus at Edinburgh and 
the Oowlairs Depot at Glasgow, except Locomotive Engines, 

XV. Locomotive Engines and Trains of Ctrriages and 
Waggons, shall always pass along the Left-hand Line of 
road, leaving a Line on their Right-hand uniformly deary 
under a penalty, on the Person in charge^ and Owmr 
thereof, not exc^ing Five Pounds Sterling, besides being 
liable to Prosecution for any Damages or Accidents caused 
by their using the wrong Line.

No Engine, or Carriage, or Wagg<m, shall at anj 
time Travel, or be upon the Railway after dark, without a 
Signal Lamp, or Lamps, f^aced so as to be distinctly visible^ 
and according to Regulations to be ftom time to time pub- 
lisbed. The Person in charge of an Engine, or Carnage, 
or Waggon, not having these Lamps, shall forfeit a Sum not 
exceeding Five Pounds, besides being liable in consequential 
Damages. 

XIX. No Person shall, without a special License from 
the Company, be permitted to Sell, or offer for Sale, any 



Liquorsy Beer, or other Article, upon the Line of Railway,

IV. AS TO THE SERVANTS OF THE COMPANY. 

XXn. The Officers of the Company receiving Salaries, 
shall be bound to inform themselves, not only of the Statui 
tory Regiilatioass, and Bye-Laws, published from time to 
time, but of the Provisions of the Acts applicaUe to t^ 
Company, and to Railways generally, and shall conform 
thereto, under a Penalty of not less than Two Pounds aiid 
not exceeding Five Pounds, fot each offence, without pre- 
judice to the CiHnpany's power of Su^ension or DismisBaL 

XXni. The Enginemen, Firemen, Guards, and other 
inftrior Servants of the Company, shall conform themselves 
to any pdnted or veritten Rules or Directions for their guid- 
ance, which may from time to time be given them by the 
Mana^r of the Company, under a Penalty of not less than 
Feetjf Siullkigs, besides being liable to be suspeiaded 01^ die- 
mi^ri jyhim. 
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XXIV. All appointments whatever, of Officers and Ser- 
vants under the Companv, shall he held at the pleasure of 
the Du'ectors, and such Officers and Servants shall be liable 
to,I>ismis8al, v?ithout cause aasig'ned, on receivinjp the fol- 
iowing Notice, or, in lieu thereof and in the option of the 
IHrectors, the proportion of Salary, or Pay, equivalent to 
the following period, viz. Superintendents of Locomotives 
and of Line, and Manager of Goods- Department, Three 
Months* Notice, or Three Months' Pay; Superintendents of 
Passengers' Booking -Offices at Edinburgh and Qlasgow, 

Delivery Clerks of Goods at Edinburgh and Glasgow Sta- 
tioms, and the Agents at Falkirk and Gastlecarrv Stations, 
Two Months' Notice, or Two Months' Pay; all other Clerks, 
Superiritendents, and Agents, One Month's Notice, or One 
Month's Pay; all Guards, Enginemen, and Fhr^nen, Two 
Weeks' Notice, or Two Weeks' Pay; all Porters and other 
^esvta^t^One Week's Notice, or One Week's Pay. 

XXV. The Directors shall have power immediately to 
Dismiss any Officer or Servant, without any allowance of 
Pay whatever, on such Officer or Servant being found guilty, 
or convicted by the Company's Manager, or any Juqy^ or 
Magistrate, of any breach of the Bye-Laws or Rules and 
Begnlalions of the Company, or of Lord Seymour's Act for 
r^^ating Railways, 3 and 4 Vic. cap. 97, or of any Act of 
Parliament which may hereafter be passed for r^^olating 
Railways. 

XXVL No Officer or Servant of the Company shall be 
entitled to resign or quit his situation, without givmg to the 
Company the same l)^otice as the Company provides for be- 
ing given to such Officer or Servant of theirs; but the Offi- 
cers and Servants shall not Jiave it in their power to shorten 
the period of such Notices, by any payment to the Company, 
unless with the permission of the Directors. 

XXVn. Every Officer or Servant of the Company shall 
be bound to obey, and shall be liable to be Suspended for 
negligence or mbconduct, by his superior Officer placed over 
him by the Company, who shall immediately report such 
Suspension ; and, in the event of such Suspension oeing ap- 
proved of by the Board of Directors, at their first or aecond 
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Meeting held after its date, he shall forfint his Salary or 
Wages during its continuance. 

XXVm. The Board of Directors shall he sole judges of 
-whether the duties of their Officers or Senrants hare heen 
sofBciently communicated to them or not, and whether they 
hare heen duly performed or hot, or, in their option, they 
may depute this power in whole or in part to t^eir^^nager.
